BUILDING AND LOAK ASSOCIA- 


TIONS. 


Loan nod building as^oomtiona are 


becoming popular in many parts of tho 
country, and in tbe late report ot Labor 
ComtniBuioDcr Flower are eomo iuatrnc- 
tlve figures showing tho condition ot tho 
various associations ot this kind in the 
Btate—their membership, capital, number 
of borrowers arid so on. Hia table shows 
the first association, to have been organ- 
ized at Appleton in 1883. Siuco then 
many others hpve sprung up boro and 
them, having now a uapitul o! £9.000,000 
or over ond a membership o( 3,000, with 
700 borrowers, over 5()0 ot whom Lava 
built houses out o£ tlie funds ot their 
associations. 


Mr. Flower has givtn this subject 


considerable thought, and his advice is 
worth the serious consideration oJ all 
workmgoieD. In his rnoent report ho 
ssys: 


In the report ot ttiis bureau tor 18S8- 


4 dome notice u as tokon ot thcso orgau- 
izntiouB, in which their nsetulness was 
oommeudea as well OB illustrated by 
eiamples of what bad b«» actually 
accomplished by the Savings and Indus- 
trial association ot Milwaukee. 


It is desired to repeat the commenda- 


tions written ut that time, ard to put 
them forth with added emphasis. The 
intervening two years have rnude the 
value of building associations to the man 
ot moderate income still more apparent, 
and this bureau without reservation, 
advises all homeless workinemen to be- 
come members of them, wnere they are 
properly organized, at the earliest oppor- 
tunity. 
In .'dot it is safe to get utill further in 


offering iidvioa under this head: It a 
bomelese workingman can belong to but 
one, a union or a building association, 
t&ke the latter by nil means. 
Unions, 


notwithstanding the giod thoy huva 
done, sometimes cause workers to lose 
iituatioUK and WORD*; but tUe member of 
a buildmjf association is oonBtuutly lay- 
ing by something for the future—for a 
rainy day—nnd BO one ever lost a situa- 
tion by reason of belonging thereto. 


Inasmuch us Mr, Flower his BO highly 


commended these loan and baildmc 
associations, the Gazette desires to add 
an endorsement thereto, and to, fcivo a 
piece of experience ot a southern man 
which reads more like a romijue than 
an actual business trannection. Down 
in Atlanta there was u laud uud loan 
company formed some twelve or fiftet n 
years afco. The cn*U capital was S100,- 
000.

Be 
baa distributed moht of his etock among 
bis ohildreo, and Mre. Myatt has jnst 10- 
ceived and refused an offer of 590.000 for 
her ehare. This sounds like a fairy tale, 
an investment of £6,000 paying ovir 
$100,000 divideudsm twelve yoare.ond 
then being wcrth S4SO.OOO cash. 


But this is not all. The company has 


paid, on a capital ot only 8100,000, divi- 
dends amounting to 81,000,000, its stock 
IB now worth jjS.l'OG.OOO. This beats the 
Gojjobio iron mines for extraordinary 
dividends and is a much sattr invett- 
ment. OJ course all bnildiog associations 
cannot succeed atter the fssbion of the 
Atlftnti company, but as a rule all of 
them snooted well and pay workinRmen 
better than associations that encourage 
strikes and thus rob him and his family 
of his daily bread. 


Mr. Conger undoubtedly owes his re-

OCCUPIES THE FIELD BY A LARGE 


MAJORITY. 


Itcflcctlons on tho rnbor Question by New 


York'a Ijibor Commliftloner—Tho Cu- 
lona Controlled by Imported IdoUH— 
Governor KuHk'ii Vlows ou the Ktfflit tu 
Labor luid Socialism. 


ALBA.NY, 2T. T., Jim. 14.—Cornrnissionor 


1'ocl;, of tho bureau ot labor statistics, in his 
anr.ual report, has tho following to say on 
tho question of foreign skilled labor in this 
(louutry: 


As a vory prominent foaturo of tho labor 


question it has been found expedient and 
necessary to look into our apprenticeship sys- 
tem. Tho broad result is that wo are largely 
dependent upon foreign skilled labor. 
Our 


supply of mechanics is daily augmented by 
tho skilled labor of Europe, and wuilo this 
foreign oloinenc is not pqunl to the skilled la- 
bor which is retained in Europe ic is, in tho 
main, vastly superior to that produced in our 
own country. 
Wliothor unrestricted immi- 


gration bo or ho noc a national blessing may 
bo disputed, but a visit to tho workshops of 
the srato will demonstrate the truthfulness 
of the statement that tho largo majority of 
our tradesmen and mechanics aro foreigners. 
Indeed, in roany trado and industrial estab- 
lishments there is not a single American 
at 
work. Nearly all positions of trust 


nnd responsibility"in tho mechanical depart- 
ments uro iu the hands ot foreign-born work- 
ers, and most of the boys and young men 
learning trades are either foreign-horn or tho 
sons of foreign-born workers. And tho opin- 
ion is now vory generally expressed and ac- 
cepted that most of tho labor troubles of tho 
last few years havo been precipitated, not by 
wholo trades, but by sections of them, and 
that these sections wore largely controlled by 
foreigners or natives who had from associa- 
tion nnbibod foreign idoas on tho labor ques- 
tion. 


Tho commissioner then discusses tho Amer- 


ican objojtions to apprenticing boys, and 
the consequent failure of American labor to 
prevent such a stato of alTairs as is men- 
tioned above. Ho argues in favor of man- 
ual training as a means of keeping up tho 
supply of trained labor, and preventing tho 
coming man from becoming tho slave of tho 
mftcliino. 


Ho gives brief histories of tho leading 


strikes in tho state during tho year, 
Tho 


losses by those different strikes, boycotts, 
etc., ho is unable to give in total, but fl!ty- 
oight llrmfl alone report an agcrogato of 
?»,000,OCJ. On tho other hand, the losses of 
wages to striking employes are represented 
by tiro sum of (2,853,191. 


Governor Itusk on Strikes. 


MADISON-, Win, Jan. 1-1.-Governor Rusk 


devoted considerable of his triennial message 
Thursday to tho question of labor strikes. 
He refers to the labor riots in this stato dur- 
ing ]SSC, and declares that tho state's duty in 
such cases Ls to maintain individual rights 
and enforce tho fulQUment of contracts. Re- 
garding tho interference of members of labor 
unions with those not members thereof when 
thoy attempt to take places voluntarily va- 
cated by strikes, tho governor says; ''Every- 
one's right to work for hims'.-lf, or for any 
one else, on such terms as ho may choose to 
make, must bo maintained at all hazards. 
Ho who interferes ivith this principal, tram- 
ples upon tho most sacred of human rights 
and upon a consecrated principle of Ameri- 
can liberty." He adds, however: "It is a 
special duty to protect tho poor nnd weak 
against any possible aggressions of tho rich 
and strong. To this end all tho rights and 
interests of workingmon of tho wage class 
should bo jealously guarded against injustice 
or oppression at tho hands ot their employers." 
"•""ith socialism and kindred theories, ho says, 
wo can havo no sympathy, they are as un- 
American as monarchy and as treasonable 
as secession. Republican Institutions and in- 
dividual liberty go hand in hand, and inusi 
and will bo loyally maintained.

and children with baskets on their arms and 
buckets in their Lands standing at tho side 
entrance lending into tho sculleries of a prom- 
inent hotel in tho neighborhood of lladison 
square, and waiting patiently for tho door to 
open.

principal hotels," was tho reply of the hotel 
steward in answer to a query from there- 
porter about the meaning of tho scene. 


"It you go to any of the hotels, say about S 


o'clock in tho morning, yon will see a iittle 
group ot people with boskets on their arms 
waiting for broken victuals. Stewards gen- 
erally charge twenty cents a basket for this 
soit of food, which otherwise would go into 
the garbage barrel. Of course, fastidious 
people might turn up their noses at thj'3 sort 
nf food, but it is mighty good eating." 


Fully one-halt oC tho guests who Kit down 


nt the dinner table in a fashionable hotel or 
restaurant <!o not eat all they order. The 
bill of faro may look so inviting that they 
will call for a great variety ot dishes. When 
thoy nre served they may take a nibble at 
this anfi a bite at that., but that is all. Then 
ns the tables arc cleared all of these good 
Tctiuiajits nrc saved for tho purpose stated. 


Another hotel stownnl who wa.H spoken to 


on this subject assured the reporter thufc he 
had among hi* customers some people who 
nro by no means in needy circumstances, and 
yot thoy send some of tbo family regularly 
around for broken victuals. 
These people 


might bo very properly called Impecunious 
epicures, for they want all of tho good things 
of the table, but unfortunately aro not alii* 
to pay I'or them first hand. 


There is a discrimination in tho matter of 


broken victuals, too. The choicest bits from 
the tablo in the way of moats, pastry, pies 
and such fruit as may have been handled are- 
collected together, and they bring higher 
prices than tho damaged sort of edibles. 
Besides disposing of tho stuff for a money 
consideration a doal of good iw done in a 
f|uict way.

The Cxur Sends for TllH Uniform. 


When IVinc.'olVillinin, of Prussia, visited 


tho Ilnssian emperor on tho occasion of the 
recent imperial hunt at Brest Litovslc, tho 
czar found himself without Prussian uniform, 
and tho consequences was that o. messenger 
had to travel all tho way from St. Peters- 
burg by special train to repair tho deficiency. 
Tho czar discovered his loss tho afternoon be- 
fore Princo William's arrival. Sending word 
to his volet to have a Prussian uniform in 
readiness for cho morrow, the mail appeared 
to say that by his imperial master's orders all 
uniforms had boon left at St. Petersburg. 


An aide-de-camp was sent for: "A Prus- 


sian uniform must bo hero by 7 o'clock to- 
morrow morning," It was then 4 o'clock. 
The aide-de-camp dispatched two telegrams, 
one to the master of the imperial wardrobo at 
St. Petersburg, and tho other to tho railway 
authorities, and about C o'clock a locomotive 
set oft" from the Eussian capital carrying tho 
messenger intrusted witb tho required dress. 
Fresh locomotives were in readiness at Duna- 
berg and Wilna, and the distar.ce of 050 kilo- 
metres was traversed in thirteen hours, a rate 
of seventy-three kilometres per tour, so that 
tho uniform was in readiness for tho czar at 
the time lixcd.—Pall Hall gazette.

ment of agriculture ostlraatos ol area, prod- 
uct and value of corn, wheat and oat« for 
permanent record are completed. The official 
work of tho year has been thoroughly ro- 
viowod, with tho aid of state co-operation, 
and all available data ot crop production, 
and the aggroff^te3 aro substantially those 
recently roportod.
